Morosini out of the pending case. 

Government and defense counsel 
received a letter, also filed wdth 
Harry Hull, clerk of the criminal di- 
vision of District Court, from Justice 
Laws saying that Mr. Morosini was 
dismissed by Justice P. Dickinson 
Letts from the first Viereck trial last 
year because of an alleged discour- 
tesy to the court. 

Justice Law’s said that on exam- 
ination of the record of the case, “it 
appears that Mr. Morosini w’as ex- 
tremely discourteous to the presid- 
ing judge and in my judgment prop- 
erly w^as excluded from further par- 
ticipation in the trial."’ 

The justice added, “I also feel that 
in the present case he should not be 
permitted the privilege of appearing 
in behalf of the defendant, particu- 
larly inasmuch as the defendant has 
available other counsel fully compe- 
tent to protect his interests. Accord-

Justice Laws, w'ho will preside at 
the second trial of Viereck, set May 
12 as a tentative trial date. Argu- i 
ments on a demurrer to the second !
